Claims 21-24 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,971,515 to Baker et al. in view of U.S. Patent 
No. 5,964,499 to Carter. Claims 21-24 have been cancelled, therefore the rejection 
of these claims is moot.
